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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments define the microarray as having "selected, distinct" polypeptides. Applicant cites page 3, 
lines 17-18 for support of the newly defined polypeptides. The cited passage recites, n the array has a known amount of a selected, 
analyte-specific reagent". The cited passage describes an "amount" of reagent present on an array. The newly claimed "selected" and 
"distinct" described the content and/or composition of the polypeptides but does not describe an amount. Hence, the cited passage 
does not describe "selected" or "distinct" polypeptides as newly claimed. Therefore the amendments potentially introduce new matter 
into the specification. Applicant's arguments have been thoroughly reviewed, but are not found convincing to overcome the rejections 
set forth in the Final Office Action. Applicant reiterates previous arguments regarding arrayed polypeptides synthesized in situ having 
the correct sequence. As previously stated the argument is not commensurate in scope with the claims because neither the previously 
rejected nor instantly amended claims define or limit the polypeptide sequence. Applicant asserts that Barrett et al do not teach 
microarrays of 1000 or more discrete regions of polypeptides on an array. The argument has been considered but is not found 
persuasive because as cited in the Final Office Action, Barrette specifically teaches regions of less than 100 um 2 separated by 1um, 
portions of which are illustrated (Fig. 4-8). Applicant asserts that Beattie cannot teach a planar array as claimed because they do not 
teaching deposition via tapping. The argument is not found persuasive for reasons of record. Furthermore, the instant claims do not 
define a planar array over the substrate of Beattie because Beattie specifically teaches a slide and because the instant claims do not 
define the array over a slide having nanoporous regions as taught by Beattie. Regarding the secondary references of Chang, Zubay 
and/or Van Ness, Applicant asserts the references do not cure the deficiencies of Beattie. The arguments are not found persuasive 
because Beattie is not found deficient. 
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
